— E ver since the 
storm off th e coast of V ancouver Island on 
A pril 1st, during w hich th e bark E l D orado 
foundered and the schooner C ham pion was 
w recked at B a rclay ‘S ound, m uch appre­ 
hension has been felt for the safety of the 
ship St. Stephen, C aptain Douglas, w hich 
left S eattle w ith 2,lti9 tons of freight on 
M arch 31st, and was let go by th e tug 
M ogul otf Cape F lattery at 11 p. m. 
She 
was th en in com pany w ith the E l D orado, 
bound out. T he fears of h er loss have been 
greatly increased by late developm ents, 
w hich leave little doubt th a t she foundered 
at sea w ith all on board. 
Captain M cNeil, of th e bark E noch T al­ 
bot, now in this port, says: “ A bout 10 A. 
M , A pril 1st, during th e terrible storm . I 
saw a three-skysailvard sh ip about 500 
yards from us w ith a heavy list to leew ard. 
A pparently h er cargo had shilted. 
I was 
too busy looking out for m y ow n vessel to 
pay m uch attention to a n y th in g else. 
I 
th o u g h t it was th e Ivauhoe, or St. S tephen. 
Soon after this th e of m y m en, w ho had 
been aloft, cam e aft and said th ey 


HA D SEEN T H E S H IP GO DOWN, 
A nd w anted m e to offer assistan ce; but, 
being n e x t door to distress ourselves, we 
could do no th in g at th a t tim e.

Cajem e had been hidden 
by an In d ian fam ily for the last two m onths, 
and h ad sent word to G overnor T orres that 
he w ould surrender to him if he was assured 
th at his life w ould he spared. 
W h en Cajeme was found be was arm ed 
w ith a rifle and revolver, and had plenty of 
cartridges, b u t did not m ake any resistance, 
as G eneral M artinez prom ised him th a t he 
w ould n o t barm him . 
Cajem e has been th e C hief of th e Y aqui 
and M ayo Indians for the last tw enty years, 
and h as had great m oral strength over 
both tribes, being at the sam e tim e the ter­ 
ror o f th e w hite raee in th e southern p ari of 
Sonora. 
T he whole State is rejoicing over the cap­ 
tu re o f the bloody Indian Chief, and there 
was a great display of fireworks, illu m in a ­ 
tions and serenades by th e m ilitary bands 
in G uaym as last night. 
L a t e r .—Cajem e was captured through 
th e treachery of one o f his-follow ers.

PRINCIPLES GOVERNING TRANSPORTA­ 
TION. 
Three years ago, in discussing the natu­ 
ral principles regulating railway rates 
after succinct recital of the factors in­ 
volved in fixing rates, in a monograph in 
the Popular Science Monthly Mr. Gerriet L. 
Lansing pointed out that the only 
course left to a carrier by rail is 
to take freight at whatever rate the ship­ 
pers can send it, with profit to themselves, 
in the hope that the whole of the traffic 
will amount to a greater sum than the 
cost of the service. 
Thus it happens that a carrier may- for 
years transport freight at rates below the 
cost of the service, for the producer will 
cease to send when it becomes unremuner- 
ative to him. The rates, he added, can 
never be more than the value of the serv­ 
ice, but they may be less than its cost. 
“ Between these two limits * * 
there is in practical operation a varying 
scale of rates determined by competition 
both of parallel lines and various commer­ 
cial] forces.” 
In the discussion of the interstate com­ 
merce law, both before its passage and 
since, the public thought lost sight of these 
principles, hut the operation of the law 
in the brief week of its vitality, has re­ 
called them to the public mind. And they 
cannot he too much dwelt upon, or be too 
thoroughly digested. The public is now 
realizing, as probably it never has before, 
the truth of Mr. Lansing’s statement, that 
“ wherever there is a fair discrimination 
exercised in fixing rates, it will be found 
to be based on one or more of the forms of 
competition,” that is, competition of capi­ 
tal, of parallel roads, of water routes, of 
markets, and the efforts of the railroad 
to increase its net income, by increasing 
its traffic witli lower rates. 
The people now realize, let us hope, the 
truism thus formulated by the essayist: 
“As competition is generally conceded to 
be a more potent regulator of prices than 
all other forces, to prohibit discriminations 
resulting from it will also prohibit compe­ 
tition.” To apply this rule to the present 
situation : Certain classes of exports and 
imports went by rail at a rate determined 
not by the cost of carriage, nor by the 
value of the service, but by the competi­ 
tion between water and rail routes. In 
the meantime freights originating at points 
not touched by competition determined 
their rates by the value of the service as 
nearly as that could possibly he ascer­ 
tained—a matter of exceeding difficulty 
and seldom ever established, for the ob­ 
vious reason that mixed freights, mixed 
freight ami passenger carriage, the possi­ 
bility of rolling empty cars one way, and 
the well nigh impossible task of adjusting 
the correct percentage of operating ex­ 
penses to be borne by particular classes of 
freights, and the absolutely impossible 
task of determining the actual cost in­ 
volved in carrying a particular shipment, 
prevents the accurate ascertainment of the 
true value of the service. 
Then came the interstate commerce law, 
disturbing the natural commercial rela­ 
tions described. It prohibits the carriage 
of freights dependent for their movement 
by rail upon competition, except the car­ 
rier agrees also to transport like freights 
at like rates for a shorter distance which 
do not originate in competition, and in 
which none of the elements of competition 
appear. As this would, in such a vast 
number of cases, eliminate wholly the 
question of the value of the service, all 
transcontinental carriers were driven to 
abandon the competitive rates, and trust 
for their reward to those which are more 
nearly related to tiie value of the service 
ren lered. 
This is, as we understand It, the exact 
situation to-day, and is a discrimination 
forced by law in favor of water rontes and 
against rail lines. Certainly the shippers 
and producers at points where competition 
is not a factor in determining the 
rate 
charged, 
are 
not 
ben­ 
efited, nor can they ever he. 
It 
is replied that sea ports may still receive 
and ship by water routes and thus he aide 
to supply interior places that heretofore 
h ive been supplied from competitive 
prints nearer to them, and that fall within 
the limit of the short haul. But this is 
fallacious, for with the retiracy of long- 
haul com pet ilion to the cover of local rates, 
the water carriers advance their charges, 
taking eare, however, to keep them below 
the line at which tie carriers by rail could 
again compete wi*h them. Thus, it ap- 
jiears to us that the only thing which can 
in any degree a fleet the raising of prices 
for carriage of freights which formerly 
moved at rates determined hv ship and j 
rail competition, is the competition he- 
tween water carriers themselves. As this j 
is limited, unstable.and, as we hovgshewn^ 


is 
factor, and at the best cannot maintain 
rates at the lower through figures known 
when competition between ship and rail 
existed. 
Perhaps by no one lias the whole ques­ 
tion of the long and short haul been so 
concisely and dearly stated as by Mr. 
I.ansing in the article referred to, in a 
single paragraph: 
It is sometí®.s stated that non-competitive 
points should have rates as low as made to eom- 
petltve points: and the reason is repeated that 
the latter rates, which arc voluntarily made by 
the railroad, being presumably fair, it follows 
that the former rates, being higher, aic unfair. 
But, if the traffic; between all point! paid but 
the cost of carriage, there would remain no 
provision for the highway and the necessary 
tixed charges. A rigid rule, then, preventing 
discrimination between these places would 
leave the railroad the alternative of raising the 
rates at the competitive points, thus losing the 
traffic altogether; or reducing to a little more 
than the cost of carriage the rates at the non­ 
competitive [joints, and so losing the greater 
portion of its income. 


THE AMENDMENTS DEFEATED. 
The judicial changes proposed in the 
form of amendments to the Constitution 
have been rejected by the people. Two 
things are apparent—that constitutional 
special elections will not call out a full 
vote, except something affecting the very 
foundation stones of the republic is pro­ 
posed, and that had the salary-increase 
been omitted, the result would probably 
have been different. The people generally 
admitted that the purely judicial changes 
suggested were good and ought to have been 
adopted, hut with the pension salary at­ 
tached to Number One, and the increase of 
salary to Number Two. under the opposi­ 
tion to any addition to the expenses of the 
State Government, the amendments went 
down. 
IVe believe the benefits the 
amendments would have conferred out­ 
weighed all objections that could be raised, 
but we recognize the fact that there is a 
deep-seated prejudice against any proposi­ 
tion to advance official salary—one it will 
probably he impossible to remove in this 
century. That the attempt to lift the 
Supreme Court out of its difficulties has 
failed is a matter of profound regret. The 
Court lias now nothing else to do hut to 
plod along in the old way, giving such 
new labor to the discharge of its over­ 
burdened calendars as it can. But these 
it cannot hope to overtake within the next 
decade. For eight years it has steadily 
gone backward, the eases on appeal ac­ 
cumulating month after month, and there 
is nothing to warrant the hope that there 
will he any early change. Appeals may 
be so easily taken—Californians are sucli 
a litigous people, and the Supreme Court 
is so convenient to the over-populated bar 
of San Francisco—that it is vain to hope 
for any change for five years more. About 
that time the people will probably be 
driven, by the seriousness of the situation, 
to make constitutional changes to remedy 
the growing evil. Then the Supreme 
Court will be given needed aid, its work­ 
ing capacity increased, and the chief seat 
ol the Court he placed at the Capital and 
access to the tribunal thus rendered some­ 
thing less difficult. It will take fully five 
years thereafter of hard labor before the 
Justices will be able to declare their calen­ 
dars “cleared.” 


T h e man is yet to he horn who can suc­ 
cessfully explain the vote of the interior 
against amendment number three. 
It 
proposed to permit cities to formulate 
their own charters and submit them to the 
Legislature for approval. And this was 
desired for two reasons: First—The peo­ 
ple of a city are best capacitated—by rea­ 
son of experience—to draft an organic act 
upon which ordinances may be erected 
and municipal government conducted. 
Second—The Legislature after repeated 
trials has utterly failed to provide a law 
tiiat will apply justly to all the cities of 
the State, or even to cities classified by 
population; nor is it possible for any 
Legislature to so enact such a law, tinder 
the Constitution as it is. The “ country ” 
is therefore occupying the position of “ the 
dog in the manger;” it will neither do 
nor permit to lie done. We would be 
more than gratified to have any of our 
interior contemporaries point out a single 
objection to Amendment Number Three, 
now, we very 
much 
fear, num- 
liered among the dead of efforts to ad­ 
vance good government. We would be 
placed under the deepest obligations !t^ 
any one of the interior who can point out 
why the privilege should lie extended to 
San Francisco to formulate its own charter, 
and denied to Oakland, Los Angeles, Sac­ 
ramento and Stockton. 


In the constitutional election gross 
frauds were i>crpetratcd in San Francisco. 
Thus well-known citizens in large num­ 
bers went to the polls to vote, only to find 
that rounders, strikers and other of the 
valiant soldiery of the bosses had already 
voted for them, using their names with a 
freedom that ought to entitle the gentry 
to board and lodging in San Quentin for 
long terms of years. The frauds upon the 
ballot-box have become so frequent, bold 
and outrageous, that the people aie begin­ 
ning to lose faith in their ability 
to 
protect 
the 
keystone 
in 
the 
arch of the republic from failing 
from its place. 
There is need for 
the good citizens of the land to come to 
the rescue and reform the whole system of 
ballot-box and election board manage­ 
ment. There is need for a peaceful revo­ 
lution and it can come none too soon. 


T h e dispatches indicate that Eng­ 
land has again “ weakened ” before the de­ 
mand of Russia, and has conceded all the 
Czar asked in relation to the Afglian north 
boundary line. By this concession the 
Ameer loses a valuable strip of territory, 
and Russia makes one more step nearer to 
Herat. We shall not be surprised to find 
Great Britain “eating dirt” hereafter at 
the dictation of any third-rate power. 
It 
has, in recent years, humiliated itself so 
frequently, and kept out of trouble so often 
by its timidity and fearfulness, that the 
nations of the old world are losing their 
respect for the one time monarch of the 
seas. 
G o v e rn o r H ii.t. vetoes the New York 
high license bill on the ground tiiat it is 
special legislation. That is to say, it pro­ 
vides for high license in New York and 
Brooklyn, but uot for Buffalo, Albany and 
other cities. This point was made against 
the hill by its opponents after it was sent 
to the Governor; whereupon the Tribune, 
Herald, Times and Post asked, “ Well, 
gentlemen, if the hill had been made ap­ 
plicable to all parts of the State, would 
vou have favored it?” 


Resistance to the Commissioners. 
I 
The question as to where the monument j 
to Janies W. Marshall is to lie erected, 
seems to have caused no little stir in 
Coloma. The Commissioners appointed 
by the Governor to carry out the Act passed 
by the last Legislature, appropriating 
$5,000 for that purpose, have not as yet met 
for organization, and if there is any danger 
of their being shot while in the perform­ 
ance of that duty, the monument may 
never be erected. Coloma has a beautiful 
little cemetery overlooking the village, 
easy of access, and is the only suitable 
jilace for this monument. W here Marehall 
is buried is back of thff town, in a secluded 
spot, and where the monument would 
never be seer, except by the hunter who 
prowls in the chaparral for the lively jack- 
rabbit or the whirring quail. If the re­ 
mains cannot be removed to the cemetery, 
then it is better far that the Commission 
refuse to carry out the proposed measure, 
and let the money lapse into the treasury. 
A correspondent writing from Coloma to 
the Placerville Obten er says : 
““ Hello, M arshall!’ ‘ Hello, W hite!’ 
was the salutation of two old Californians 
who had known each other for tbirtv-five 
years. It took place in front of the Sierra 
Nevada Hotel, at Coloma, on April 15, 
1885. The occasion of the meeting was the 
funeral of Miss Mahler. The Marshall 
spoken of was J. W. Marshall. The old 
man looked feeble, and your correspond­ 
ent, after the usual, hand shake, put 
the question to Marshall, ‘ Where shall we 
bury you when you die?’ The old man 
was" pleased to think that anybody cared 
where he should he buried, and taking 
your correspondent by the arm, he took 
two or three steps along the porch to where 
he could get a clear view of Marshall Hill, 
his old homestead, he turned to draw Dr. 
Chamberlain’s attention, with whom lie 
was then negotiating a sale, and said, 
“ White, I reserve lifty feet square on the 
point of the hill and want to be buried 
there.’ Chamberlain, in reply to Marshall, 
said, “ You can reserve any amount you 
wish, Mr. Marshall.’ Your corresuondent 
replied, “ We shall see that your are laid 
there, Marshall.’ And now let me state 
that we shall see that he stays there. 
“ On the morning of the day before 
Marshall’s Oineral, your eorrespondent 
was in Coloma when thequestion of where 
he wished to be laid was under discussion. 
W hen Marshall’s wish was made known, 
Henry Mahlar took a stake with a white 
handkerchief on it, climbed the hill, and 
was directed by your correspondent from 
the street to the spot that Marshall pointed 
to, and there he drove the stake. Mrs. 
Weller directed Andrew Munro to dig the 
grave and she would p3y him. So the old 
man was laidas near as possible to the spot 
on his old homestead that he had pointed 
to. The foregoing are the simple facts as 
to why Marshall is buried where be is. 
Several of our best citizens heard Mar­ 
shall’s request, saw the pointing out of his 
grave, and are ready to verify what I have 
written. 
“ We of C’olonia hereby give notice to 
the editor of the Bung Town Bugle, who 
proposes to remove the remains of Mar­ 
shall, tha* if he will give us two hours no­ 
tice we will have one hundred ritles with a 
good and true man behind each, ready to 
protect Marshall’s bones where he wished 
them to rest.” 
Does this correspondent represent the 
citizens of Coloma? It is strange that 
they should now wish to defend his 
secluded grave with ritles, when in his life 
time they utterly ignored, and allowed 
him to die of want and starvation, alone 
and neglected in his cabin. 


TURF TALK. 
TUe New York “ Mali’s ” Opioion of tlie 
Leading Favorites. 
N ew Y ork, April 14th.—[Special.]—The 
Mail and Express' sporting editor says: 
Platt’s book is closed on Goliah for the 
Kentucky D erbj\ The rumor that Bald­ 
win’s colt would be saved lor the Arneri 
can Derby does not seem to have deterred 
the backers of Goliah. His stable compan 
ion, Pendennis, is down to 10 to 1 in Platt’s 
book, and this short price for a colt that 
never performed well in public may be 
taken asan evidence that the friends of the 
Santa Anita stable know something defi­ 
nite of his private performance. 
Alcalde, of Haggin’s stable, is down to 
10, which goes to show that somebody 
thinks him a iikelv starter. I will stand 
by Alcalde, or whatever Haggin starts, to 
win.Exile is still reigning in favor for the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club Handicap. 1 think 
well of the chances at this timeol Hidalgo, 
and next to him—notwithstanding his le- 
ported ailment—I fancy Frank Ward. 
Platt counts his book "full on Erebus, IJilly 
Gilmore, Rupert, Fremont, Electric, Head­ 
land, Bob Fisher and Biue Wing for the 
Suburban. Haggin’s California pet filly, 
Gnenn is down to 20, all the money placed 
on her being placed by outsiders, as the 
stable has not yet concluded what to start 
for the race. A little money in small 
amounts has steadied Kirkman’s price, 
which ranges between 30 and 40. The Ben 
Ali colt, which I think highly of for the race, 
is at 30—short enough at this time—and 
Barnum has receded to 40. 
I don’t think 
he can win. Bard, although a doubtful 
starter, remains at 25, and St. Savier is held 
out as a gift with the price of 100 marked 
against his name. I wouldn't take 200 on 
his chances of starting, leaving aside his 
chance of winning. 
It would be well for turf-goers to keep an 
eye on the Haggin stable entire. In both 
handicaps the stable will bear watching. 
Haggin means mischief for other ttirfhien, 
if he gets an opportunity to make it. 
Of the horses backed "in the Derby, Platt 
has laid this week $1,750 to $50 on Goliab, 
which fills liia book on that colt. Against 
El Monte $300 to $100 has been laid ; $1,000 
to $100 against Poteen, and $2,000 to $.10 
against Tom Hood. Prodigal has been 
backed to win the W itheis at the rate of 
$30 to $2,500. A wager of $300 to $50 
against Kingston has red iced his price to 
$50. In the Brooklyn, $800 to $ÍOO has 
been laid against Exile, $1,000 to $100 
against Free Knight, $2,500 to $50 against 
Punka, aDd $2,000 to $100 against Wick­ 
ham. 
In the Suburban, $5,000 to $200 has been 
laid against Guenu. $2.000 lo $100 against 
Fremont, $2 250 to $25 against Freeman.

th a t a couple of years ago, w h ile George 
was suing for a divorce front his form er 
wife, F ran k s, w ho lived a t R oseville, be­ 
cam e jealous of h is in tim ate friendship for 
M rs. P ranks, and it resulted th a t one even­ 
ing, w hen George conveyed h e r from th e 
city to h er hom e in h is buggy—th e state­ 
m en t being th a t he was going th a t way 
h u n tin g , and, as she had m issed the train, 
gave h er a ride hom e in a neighborly m an ­ 
ner—F ran k s cam e o ut o f b is house, m et 
him at th e gate, and, after th e interchange 
of a few rem arks, th e discussion was con­ 
cluded w ith a pistol on F ra n k s’ p art and a 
shotgun on th a t o f George. 
T h e latter was 
u n h u rt, tho u g h a bullet-hole was after­ 
w ards found in h is clothing, b u t F ran k s 
was very seriously in ju red . 
A fter b e re­ 
covered sufficiently to atten d C ourt, George 
w as exam ined on a charge o f assault to 
m urder, b ut acquitted, as it w as m ade to 
appear th a t F ra n k s fired first, 
In course of 
tim e all th e parties had th eir m arital rela­ 
tions severed by divorce, an d George and 
M rs. F ra n k s m arried. 
E vidently, from the 
fact of 
th is divorce- su it 
hav in g been 
brought, th eir m arried life has n o t been as 
blissful as they h ad hoped and expected.

D e m a n d s A g a in st Hin». 
M r. H etzel, R egister of the U nited States 
L and Office in this city, cam e up from San 
F rancisco yesterday forenoon, and w ent at 
once in a hack to h is residence on 0 street, 
for th e reason, as h e stated, that he was ill 
an d not able to go to his office. Soon after 
reaching h is hom e he sent for an attorney, 
W illiam Singer, Jr., and consulted w ith 
him coneerning his official difficulties, and 
th e result is given in a statem ent over his 
own 
signature, 
and 
published below. 
In answ er to interrogatories as to bis 
absence from th e city he said he h ad been 
very i l l ; th at h e intended to retu rn last 
S aturday and telegraphed th at he w ould 
be here on th a t evening, b u t w as finally 
unable to com e. 
U pon being questioned 
as to the alleged irregularities in th e affairs 
o f his office, he replied th at he w ould be 
ready to m ake a com plete, and he hoped 
satisfactory statem ent upon th e subject 
later in th e day, and w ould do_ so. 
Ac­ 
cordingly th e follow ing w as received from 
M r. H etzel last eveniD g: 
STATEMENT BY MR. HETZEL. 


E d s. R e c o r d -U n io n : On the 5th in stan t 
Mr. G ardner, th e Receiver, m ade form al 
dem and o f m e to pay over to him various 
sum s o f m oney theretofore received by me, 
am ounting in all to $917 65. 
Mr. G ardner’s 
d em and was based on provisions o f G en­ 
eral L and Office C ircular of M arch 2 3 ,1882, 
directing th e R egister to pay all m oneys to 
th e R eceiver as received. 
M y ow n interpretation of this ru le is 
th a t it is m erely definitive of the relations 
o f th e Registe! and Receiver as custodian 
of public funds, and th at tim e is n o t ot its 
essence ; th at, w ith respect to tim e, its pro­ 
vision is directory, n o t m andatory. 
Q uite com m only m oney has com e to m e 
w ithout letter o f transm ittal, or other 
m eans o f identification, or to pay for lands 
entry of w hich was n o t perm issible u n til 
after exam ination and approval o f th e 
proof papers accom panying or to follow. 
Of such funds I have m ade a suspense ac­ 
count. retaining the various sum s there 
u n til identified or un til they becam e prop­ 
erly receivable into th e U nited 
States 
treasury. 
H aving at band, on deposit in bank, all 
m oneys w hich I had ever received, I gave 
th e subject of m y official relation to the 
Receiver very little consideration, and no 
concern u n til his dem and for the m oney. 
I then consulted an atto rn ey fam iliar w ith 
such m atters, and I was advised th a t it was 
m y du ty to com ply w ith th e request Mr. 
G ardner had m ade of m e, w hich I should 
have done som e tim e since, b u t for th e past 
w eek I have been quite seriously ill, u n ­ 
able to give any attention to business, and 
am still confined to m y room . 
To-day, through m y attorney. I paid to 
the Receiver in full the am ount dem anded 
of m e, $917 65, and $148 additional re­ 
ceived since, w hereupon Mr. G ardner very 
k in d ly telegraphed th e C om m issioner of 
th e G enerai L and Office as follows :
